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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -5 and 7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As per claim 1 and dependent claims 2-5 and 7, the examiner found no 
reference in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious a method of manufacturing an X- 
ray scatter grid, comprising the steps of: a) extruding material strips to form regions of 
alternating X-ray transmissivities and b) allowing at least one of the extruded material 
strips to expand in at least one direction, such that at least one dimension of the extruded 
material strips prior to extrusion is restored, as recited in independent claim 1.
